About a thousand more shops in 
Peking were-‘closed in ‘October, 
making a total of more than 8,500 
,8ince the removal of the capital to 
Nanking, while’ hundreds more de- 
‘sive to close but the Police refuse 
to suspend their licences. 
| ‘More than 10,000, families have 
eft Peking. Rents ‘of’ Chinese 
houses have fallen greatly, bring- 
ing to virtual ruin a large number 
of property holders, while the poor 
are facing the worst ‘winter for 
‘generations. . 

Owing to the poverty, the num- 
ber of dally~ robberies in and 
‘around Peking is« largely increas- 
ing. . 

‘Early Snowfall 


To add to the hardships of the 
4 ancient capital, drought fs causing 
very serious famine conditions in 
the surrounding provinces, e8- 
pecially in Shanal, Shonsi and the 
newly-created province- of Suai 
yuan where the harvests are less 
than half of normal. 

Several hundred thousand people 
are already starving. The exac- 
tions by banditry and soldiers’ are 
becoming worse, There is already 
a grave situation.
